ELECTRIC LIGHT.—It is asserted in 


Paris that the electric light is a ban" 
dred times less expensive than oil, and 
fifty times cheaper than gas. The re- 
sults hare been obtained chiefly from 
two machines—the first giving light 
equal to 1350 carcel burners, that con- 
same forty gimmes of oil per hoar, and 
tbe second equal tt» 302 similar burnt 
ere. 


A few weeks ago a three horse power 


German machine was employed to light 
the luggage department of the Paris 
Great Northern Railway station. This 
room or hall measures 20,000 cubic 
feet, and is generally illuminated by 
twenty-five gas 
burners. The new 


electric light was placed [at a distance 
of tea metres from tbe ground, and 
gave a light of a peculiar soft charac- 
ter, which rendered the use of globes 
quite noeeegary. The company intend 
illuminating the vast oar house, con- 
taining 300,000 cubic metres of space, 
where the trains arrive, by the same 
process. Lights will be placed at the 
tour summits of a rectangle, BO there 
will be no shade «r dark corner in the, 
whole edifice.

The net republican major- 
ity for state senators, is 1,933; for mem- 
bers of the house of representatives 
2,204. This legislature will choose 
three presidential electors, November 
7th. 
Also canvass the vote for govern- 


or, lieutenant goveraor, auditor, treas- 
urer, and secretary of state. 


LOUISVILLE, October 29.—An, ex- 


traordinary, duel occurred between two 
negro women, this morning. Louis- 
ville Simmons, and Mary Bowler, havs 
ing quarreled, resolved to fight a duel 
with knives. They met by agreement, 
in front of a Baptist church, to-night, 
no witness being present, and they 
fought fiercely for half an hear. Bow- 
ler was stabbed and gashed horribly, in 
six different places, her right eye being 
out out. 
Simmons was slightly hart, 


and has been arrested. The "cante'of 
the trouble is not known. 


YANKTON, D. T., October 28.—The 


Sioux commission returned last night, 
and consummated their work with the 
Indians, modifying .the original termi 
of the treaty, only by leading it option-- 
al with tribes whether they go to the 
Indian territory, or stay on the river. 
They encountered no hostilities among 
the upper Indians, and feel wall satis- 
fied with the result of their work. They 
have traveled 1,700 miles, visited 20,- 
000 .Indians, and held twenty-three 
councils. |
